3. Claims 1-31 are canceled, claims 32-35 are added, and claims 32-35 are 
pending. 

4. Pending claims 32-35 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Landa et al. (US 5,047,808) teaches a printing blanket comprising a release layer 
126 {meets the claimed release layer}, an acrylic rubber layer 122 {meets the claimed 
withstand voltage layer}, and a heater 120 {meets the claimed conductive compressive} 
by way of woven heater wire 130 {meets the claimed conductive support layer} in the 
order thereof. Landa further teaches the acrylic rubber layer 1 22 has a thickness of 850

um (0.85mm). However, Landa neither teaches nor suggests that (1 ) the release layer 
is formed of a fluororesin or an elastomer, and has a surface tension of 20 mN/m or less 
and a thickness of 0.01 mm or more; (2) the withstand voltage layer/acrylic rubber layer 
has a volume electrical resistivity within a range of 10 5 Q-cm through 10 9 Q-cm at room 
temperature, and a matrix hardness of 80 JIS-A or less; (3) the conductive compressive 
layer/heater has a volume electrical resistivity of 10 4 Q-cm or less at room temperature, 
and a porosity of 30 to 70%; and (4) the printing blanket has a modulus in stress of 1 .0 
MPa or less when the printing blanket is distorted 0.1 mm, and a modulus in stress of 
2.0 MPa or more when the printing blanket is distorted 0.3 mm.
